HEMYOCK has been identifed as a hot spot for 
swifts. 

Back in May, the Blackdown Hills Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty (AONB) team, the RSPB and Devon 
Wildlife Trust teamed up to appeal for sightings of swift 
nests and low flying ‘screaming parties’. 

This followed similar surveys in 2009 and 2010 which 
reported no sightings of the birds in the AONB. 

This year, the response from local people has been more 
encouraging, with Hemyock emerging as a particular hot 
spot as reports came in of at least six pairs nesting in the 
village. 

Locals have been praised for helping conservationists get 
a better understanding of swifts in the area. 

Blackdown Hills AONB manager Linda Bennett said: 


“The full results of the survey will take a little longer to 
analyse, but I am delighted at the response. 

“It’s great to know that we have breeding pairs, and we 
must continue to monitor them in future years. Swift 
numbers have fallen dramatically in the South West 
recently, and we must do everything we can to help them 
to thrive. I would like to thank everyone in the Blackdown 
Hills who took part, and encourage even more people to 
get involved next year.” 

Swifts nest in the UK for just three months over the 
summer, and have now returned to Africa for the winter 
according to those involved with the survey.

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Blackdown and East Devon 
Woodland Association with

I’VE just come back from the Oak fair — 
brilliant, and the weather held. 

The Oak Fair at Stock Gaylard is a one-day event 
held every year very similar to our Blackdown 
Woodland Fair in July. It is slightly bigger and held 
in the grounds of a large house. I am still getting very 
good feedback from our woodland fair — do have a 
look at the photos on the Woobiz website, and if any 
of you have any comments or ideas for next year, 
please let me know. 

I love autumn, there is so much going on and, 
provided the harvest is in and the animal food is 
stored, I get a sort of warm feeling knowing all is 
ready for winter. 

We will be harvesting the apples soon. We make 
about 200 litres of apple juice, and about the same 
into cider, mostly from our new orchard planted three 
years ago. Out of the 200 trees planted, we only lost 
eight, which was pretty good, but I did water non¬ 
stop that first spring. 

We also grow our own spuds and this year we have 
not done so well, probably because I used my own 
seed! 

All the longhorn cattle are back in the Neroche 
Forest after some had to be quarantined due to a TB 
reactor. They look good, well worth going to see 
them. 

We have some rough grazing on our farm and it is 
essential to keep on top of the cattle to keep the 
undergrowth under control, this helps some of the 
more fragile plants come through, and on our ground 
even heather has returned. 

We are coming up to tree planting time. I try to 
plant out from November onwards, this gives the tree 
a good start before the dry spring comes. Most trees 
benefit from a prune after planting, as this 
strengthens the root base, but check with your 
nursery. 

Fruit trees also benefit in the spring from having 
their blossom taken off so they don’t produce fruit the 
first year, this also consolidates the root system. I see 
a lot of tree guards left on trees after they have 
outgrown them. 

This practice is not only wasteful but also unsightly. 
Wasteful, because you can use them again, just cut 
them down the perforated line and, when on the next 
tree, put a cable tie around the centre. 

On the farm we have started hedge-cutting, and this 
will go on until December as we do a lot of other 
farms as well. 

Over the years I have left promising looking 
saplings to grow on in all the hedges we cut, now I 
can see my reward as, on our farm alone, we must 
have 200 new hedgerow trees! 

Some hedges we leave to lay in about six to eight 
years, and others trimmed every other year, to give a 
broad wildlife habitat.

Four homes plans 

PLANS to build four houses in an area known as 
Cookes Field in Chardstock have been 
submitted to East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

The application has been submitted by Exeter-based 
developers Jameson Homes Ltd and if successful 
could see a mix of two, three and four bedroom 
properties created. 

Planning permission for one property already exists 
at the site and this was granted in November 2010, 
however, since this approval was granted a parcel of 
land at the rear of the site has become available. 

In a planning document produced by Narracotts 
Architects, the agent for Jameson Homes Ltd, it said: 
“The design and external appearance of the dwellings 
accords with the recommendations and advice of the 
planning and conservation officer and will therefore 
not harm the visual amenity of the site or surrounding 
area. 

“The proposals do not harm the character of the 
conservation area and are sympathetic to the setting of 
listed buildings in close proximity to the site. 

“The design of the dwellings has been carefully 
considered to avoid adversely affecting privacy or 
amenity of neighbouring properties.” 

According to the planning application space would 
be provided for a total of eight cars — two at each 
property —- in the form of garages and parking bays. 
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PULSES have been raised in 
Culmstock recently as women 
from the village embarked on a 
charity campaign in aid of the 
Devon Air Ambulance Trust. 

Twelve women from the Blackdown 
Hills village have created the 
Culmstock Calendar Girls calendar 
and funds raised by sales of the 
calendar will be donated to the trust. 

Photographer Rob Stopford was the 
man tasked with capturing the woman 
and he says the images “reflect the 
ladies varied lifestyles and interests in 
an array of scenes ranging from snow 


boarding and belly dancing through to 
spring flowers, shooting and fast 
cars”. 

Mr Stopford said: “What fun 
working with these great girls. I just 
hope all our work brings in as much 
as possible for the Devon Air 
Ambulance Tmst.

Man dies and woman seriously injured in crash 


A MAN has died and a woman has 
been left with serious injuries 
following a crash on the A303. 

The A303, near Shutlands Farm, 
Yarcombe, was the scene of the fatal crash 
on Saturday, September 10th. 

Fire crews from Honiton and chard 
attended the scene along with ambulance 
crews and police. 


The crash took place at around 2.15pm 
and involved a grey Honda CRV which 
had left the road. 

A spokesman for Devon and Cornwall 
Police said: “Two occupants were in the 
vehicle. The male driver and female 
passenger received serious injuries. The 
driver was taken by land ambulance to 
Musgrove Park Hospital in Taunton and 
the female passenger was taken by air 


ambulance to the same hospital. The 
driver subseqeuntly died in hospital. The 
female passenger remains in hospital 
being treated for serious injuries and is 
described as in a poorly condition.” 

The police spokesman added that both 
people are believed to be in their mid-80s 
and from the Alton area of Hampshire. 

Speaking about the incident, a 
spokesman for the fire service said: “Fire 


appliances from Honiton and Chard were 
mobilised to a report of a road traffic 
collision. 

“On arrival, fire crews reported one 
person still trapped. Crews removed the 
roof of a vehicle and removed the casualty 
using a long board. The casualty was then 
conveyed to hospital by air ambulance.” 

Police have confirmed that they are still 
investigating the cause of the crash.

A hawk eyes up 

the aviary prey 


A CRASH and flutter of wings 
at first light from the aviary 
close to the house revealed an 
immature hen sparrowhawk 
calmly sitting on the aviary roof, 
inspecting the terrified 
inhabitants inside. 

This hawk is becoming 
increasingly impudent and now 
regularly seeks her first kill of the 
day at my expense. Despite banging 
the window, she took not the 
slightest notice and remained poised 
in the hope that she could snatch a 
finch through the wire. So far half-a- 
dozen aviary birds have been killed 
in this fashion. 

Eventually, I had to go outside to 
usher her away but I have little doubt 
that she will be back. There are, 
literally, dozens of house sparrows 
on feeders round the other side of 
the house, yet she never seems to 
make an aerial assault on them. 


An unusual sighting yesterday 
evening. Sitting in a high seat, 
watching for deer, a mature roe buck 
gradually fed towards me until it 
was within 20 yards. It carried a 
good six-point head and was 
probably middle-aged. Suddenly, a 
young two-year-old buck, appeared 
under the seat, stamped a hoof in 
anger and then charged the older 
buck. 

Both squared up to each other, and 
though there was no clash of antlers, 
this was an unusual sight at this time 
of year, especially as the mt has 
been over for several weeks. 
Eventually, both decided to retire 
and slowly grazed away. 

Meanwhile, from the Axe Estuary 
newsletter, assembled by David 
Walters, I note that no fewer than 36 
little egrets were counted at 
Colyford Common on August 15th, 
while a young cuckoo was seen and 
photographed feeding on 


caterpillars. Meanwhile, a species of 
ladybird which had long been 
thought nearly extinct has now been 
found on these wetlands. 

A small breeding colony of the 13- 
spot ladybird has been discovered, 
the first breeding record since 1952, 
although there have been 10 
confirmed sightings along the south 
coast in the past decade. This 
ladybird sports between seven and 
15 black spots on a background of 
orange-red, but is smaller than the 
more familiar seven spot ladybird, as 
well as being longer and thinner. 
Let’s hope these rare ladybirds do 
not fall victim to the aggressive and 
increasingly widespread and 
invasive harlequin beetle. 

■ WHILE recently visiting a friend 
who lives near the tiny village of 
Chitterne, bang in the centre of 
Salisbury Plain, I noticed that 
amongst several cases of mounted 


birds in hid house, including grouse, 
blackcock and woodcock, he had a 
case holding a well mounted 
Scottish wild cat. 

Probably of Victorian origin, the 
cat, with its flattened head and club¬ 
like tail, was distinctive and a far cry 
from a domestic moggy. 

Once relatively common 
throughout Britain, hunting, 
competition with man and habitat 
destruction gradually forced this 
magnificent animal to its last 
stronghold, Scotland. 

Sadly, today, due to hybridisation 
with domestic cats and a reduction 
in its favoured woodland habitat, the 
wild cat has now been reduced in 
numbers to an estimated total of 
around 400. 

The Cairngorms are its last 
stronghold and urgent action is 
being taken to try and ensure that 
this cat, unique as a sub-species, to 
Scotland, does not become extinct. 


Currently there is a programme to 
try and ensure that all domestic and 
farm cats in the Cairngorm region 
are neutered in order to try and stop 
hybridisation and, consequently the 
ultimate destruction of this 
remarkable animal. 

Furthermore, wildlife managers 
and gamekeepers are being asked to 
make sure that if they encounter a 
wildcat it is always given the benefit 
of the doubt. Hopefully, this 
untameable and magnificent feline 
will be saved from joining the ever 
increasing number of creatures 
which are becoming extinct on the 
planet. 

Once the roe deer rut is over, and 
this year it seemed to finish around 
the second week of August, the 
bucks normally tend to retire into 
cover, perhaps to recover their 
strength but, early last month, I 
enjoyed a curious encounter with 
two bucks. 

I was sitting in a high seat — 
without my rifle — simply to watch 
the scene. It was evening and the 
light was fading when a young buck, 
perhaps two-years-old, emerged 
from the wood, followed shortly 
after by an older buck with n 
excellent head, the antlers high 
above its ears and carrying six 
points. 

Both were perhaps 200 yards away 
when and grazing when, suddenly, 
the older buck cantered across the 
field straight towards me and paused 
a mere 20 yards away. 

Almost at once the young buck 
charged down the field to stop 
beneath my seat, stamp the ground 
in anger and then, head down, attack 
the older buck. 


In fact, both made false charges at 
each other but there was no clash of 
antlers. After a few minutes of to- 
ing and fro-ing both deer gave up 
and began peacefully to graze again. 

A curious incident and perhaps a 
left-over from the recent rut — or 
perhaps they just disliked each 
other! 

I understand that the new edition 
of the Blackdown Hills Countryside 
Events programme is now available 
and is packed with ideas for the next 
few months. Courses on offer 
include wood carving, nature 
photography, hedge laying and map 
reading. 

There will be a mushroom hunt 
and the opportunity to visit historic 
Loughwood Meeting House. 

With Christmas approaching you 
can learn how to make decorations 
and go carol singing under the stars. 
Youngsters can discover how to 
make bird boxes, sample wildlife 
camps and visit an Iron Age fort at 
Dumpdon Hill.

• Apples can be crushed by 
pounding them in a bucket with a 
length of clean timber or they can 
be easily crushed by a purpose 
made apple crusher which produces 
a consistence appropriate for press¬ 
ing. 

Cutting apples into slices is not 
sufficient, nor is using a food proc¬ 
essors and liquidiser, which produce 
too fine a puree for pressing. 

• Once crushed, the apples 
can be pressed using a fruit press. 

As the pressing bar of the press 
is turned the press exerts pressure 
onto the crushed apples, forcing the 
juice out through the gaps in the 
barrel like part of the press and into 
the gully in the base plate. 

The apple juice can be drunk im¬ 
mediately, stored until a later date 
by freezing or pasteurising or turned 
into cider. 

Vigo, based at Dunkeswell in 
Devon, offer a range of fruit crush¬ 
ers and presses to suit different 
scales of production, all available 
to view in their showroom, which 
is open Monday to Friday 9am until 
4.30pm. 

They also supply pasteurisers for 
pasteurising apple juice or preserv¬ 
ing bottled fruits, and cider making 
equipment.

THE village of Hemyock lies 
on the River Culm in the 
Blackdown Hills Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty and 
the parish covers some 5000 
acres and includes the ham¬ 
lets of Ashculme, Culm Davy, 
Mackham, Madford, Tedbur- 
row and Simmonsburrow. 

This bustling village com¬ 
munity supports a population 
of 2,211. 

Hemyock was first recorded 
in the Geld Roll of 1084 and 
again in the Domesday Book 
of 1086. 

The meaning of the name 
Hemyock varies but one Celtic 
meaning is “su mm er stream”. 
St Mary’s Church dates back to 
the early part of the 12th Cen¬ 
tury and has some impressive 
Norman masonry and a peal of 
6 bells. 

The Normans improved the 
Castle in 1380 with turrets, 
and battlements and during 
Cromwell’s brief administra¬ 
tion it was used as a prison to 
hold Royalist sympathisers; 
however, with the return of 
the monarchy in 1660 King 
Charles 2 endorsed the castles 
destruction! 

In 1874 the Culm Valley 
Light Railway was opened and 
overnight the village had in¬ 
stant access to the whole of the 
UK. Not surprisingly in 1886 
the Culm Valley Dairy Com¬ 
pany was founded (later called 
St Ivel) and with daily milk 
collections around the Black- 
down’s butter was manufac¬ 
tured on a large scale. Linked 
to the dairy factory was the 
founding of the Young Farmers 
Club in 1920 and this is now a 
popular UK organisation.

managed facilities. The Parish 
Council is actively engaged in 
village life and over the past 
couple of years has achieved the 
formation of the Healthy Living 
Centre, the Longmead Sports 
Complex and the flood plain 
footpath. 

Information is freely available 
to all and can be accessed via 
the Notice Boards, the website 
www.hemyock.org, an active 
and vibrant village magazine, 
the Parish Pump and Council 
meetings on the first Wednes¬ 
day of each month. Importantly 
the village boasts a very effec¬ 
tive Litter Picking organisation 
which keeps the village clean 
and tidy. 

The Churches. St Mary’s and 
Hemyock Baptist Church are 
both awaiting new incumbents. 
St Mary’s Church has a full 
programme of worship and has 
a Sunday school, a bell ringing 
club and St Mary’s Guild who 
organise events to raise funds. 

The Church fete was open 
by our MP, Neil Parish. He¬ 
myock Baptist Church is a Bi¬ 
ble based church emphasising 
sound doctrine and teaching 
the un-compromised Word of 
God. It boasts a friendly group 
of fun loving people who run 
a variety of groups including 
Seekers, Tempo for Tots, the 
Alpha Course and an excellent 
Chapel cafe. Between them the 
churches run the holiday club 
each August. 

The Primary School is a suc¬ 
cessful school in this thriving 
village and serves both Hemy¬ 
ock and Clayhidon. Built in 
1982, there are excellent facili¬ 
ties and in the spacious grounds 
there are hard play areas, an 
adventure trail, a sports field, a 
swimming pool, a wildlife area 
and a bird box with a camera 
linked to the school. Class¬ 
rooms share practical areas for 
‘hands-on’ arts and science ac¬ 
tivities and there is also a small 
kiln room for firing ceramics. 
The school has two libraries 
and a well-equipped compu¬ 
ter suite. There are interactive 
whiteboards in two classrooms 
and data projectors in a further 
three classrooms. The large hall 
is used for physical education, 
music lessons, collective wor¬ 
ship, drama productions and as 
a dining hall. 

The Village is fortunate to 
have excellent facilities. The 
Parish Hall and adjoining rooms 
are popular meeting areas and 
the Hemyock Monthly Market 
was 30 years old on Saturday 
17 September. The Longmead 
sports fields, completed in 2008 
are owned by the Parish Coun¬ 
cil and is a versatile and func¬ 
tional sports and recreation field 
for use by all. A management 
group oversees the development 
and maintenance of the facilities 
which include 3 tennis courts 
(two with floodlights), 2 football 
pitches, a children’s play area, a 
flood-lit multi-use games area, 
boules pitch and a state-of-the- 
art pavilion. The Blackdown 
Healthy Living Centre opened 
its doors in the Summer of 2010 
and is a registered charity, set¬ 
up with the aim of delivering in¬ 
formal and fun health education 
and activities to the local com¬ 
munity. This community driven 
initiative works closely with 
the local surgeries, religious 
groups and schools to provide a 
preventative approach to health 


care. This includes classes 
ranging from cooking for young 
mums to reading with toddlers, 
from high energy exercise for 
the young, to interest groups for 
those with a little less energy. In 
October, 2011, over 50 diverse 
activities will take place at The 
Centre, aimed solely at promot¬ 
ing good health and well-being 
and this includes day care for 
the older members. The Black- 
down Practice with its main sur¬ 
gery in Hemyock has 3 modem, 
fully staffed surgeries providing 
all primary care services to the 
residents of the practice area and 
with a dispensary at each site. 

The Blackdown Support 
Group cares for the young and 
the old, for those in need of ex¬ 
tra help when sick or suffering 
from accidents, disabilities or in 
their advancing years. Practical 
help includes visiting, shopping, 
lunch clubs, transport and wheel 
chair loan. The Old School 
Court is a sheltered housing 
scheme based in the old primary 
school which is at the heart of 
the village. It is managed by 
an independent trust and gives 
homes to a dozen people. 

Hemyock has an excellent 
Post Office and Spar shop with 
off licence, extended hours and 
cash machine. The Catherine 
Wheel pub offers a friendly lo¬ 
cal welcome with real ales, a 
reasonably priced restaurant, 
function room, beer garden and 
skittle alley. The Ivy Cafe also 
provides eat in or take away 
food and a B&B service. There 
are many award winning B&Bs 
and holiday accommodation in 
and around the village. 

The Blackdown Hills Busi¬ 
ness Association supports the 
many thriving businesses in 
the village. Brookridge Timber 
supplies everything to do with 
timber, there are a number of 
good builders including Hart’s, 
Lane’s, Pring’s and Redwood’s, 
2 hairdressers, funeral directors 
(Pring’s and Redwood’s), a fam¬ 
ily bus company mn by Paul 
Redwood, Dobles garage for car 
sales and a workshop and a new 
owner and venue for Hemyock 
Motors to name but a few. The 
Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty office and a Land Agent 
/chartered surveyor are based in 
the former milk factory offices. 
There is also a Veterinary Clinic 
based on Station Road. 

The Village is proud to have 
clubs for all ages and they in¬ 
clude the Cameo Club, Acoms 
(over 60s club), Hemyock Men, 
Hemyock Women, WI, dancing, 
keep fit, walking group, YFC, 
cub, scouts, brownies, the baby 
and toddler group, pre school 
and the successful gardening 
club. For the more competi¬ 
tive there are sports teams for 
badminton, bowling, short mat 
bowls, cricket, football (senior 
and junior), snooker and tennis 
to name but a few. 

There are a number of thriv¬ 
ing art societies which include 
the Hemyock Singers and the 
Valley Arts and Social Society 
who have a musical perform¬ 
ance coming up soon! The His¬ 
tory and Archiving group now 
has over 3,050 images stored in 
a database with keyword access 
and the images can be expand¬ 
ed, improved and then printed. 
There is an active Upper Culm 
Twinning Association and about 
60 people regularly visit each

other alternate years. 

The Future. Hemyock contin¬ 
ues to be a sought after location 
in which to purchase property 
and the Council remain dedicat¬ 
ed to improving and providing 
the necessary infrastructure/fa¬ 
cilities to keep the community 
vibrant and attract new busi¬ 
nesses and families. 

The building of a new Youth 
Centre is in process. The old 
Millhayes garages have to be 
converted into a safe and func¬ 
tional centre with the right fa¬ 
cilities but this will require rais¬ 
ing lots of funds first. There are 
many other projects under way 


including the virtual footpath on 
Station Road, the proposed Penn 
Cross lay by, the Culm Valley 
Trail and the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations in 2012. 

Finally. One must not forget 
the stunning views and par¬ 
ticularly when coming down 
Pencross Hill looking over the 
village towards Castle Hill. 
Hemyock is certainly a great 
place to live but please a warn¬ 
ing. Do not retire to Hemyock 
for a quiet life; there is far too 
much going on in this active and 
vibrant community!

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Motoring beetle 
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♦ THE stylish new Mercedes B-Class has taken 
safety to a new level. Below, Volvo has announced 
to build its cars exclusively around four-cylinder 
engines 



T HE new Mercedes B-Class has arrived, with 
a huge list of new developments that add up 
to a quantum leap forward from the old 

model. 

New engines, new gearboxes, a new chassis and a new 
styling direction, collectively linked with all kinds of new 
technologies for the sector, make the new B-Class quite the 
eyebrow-raiser, especially in terms of its safety systems. 

A radar-based collision warning system will be standard 
across the range, and while that sadly doesn’t mean it has 
a big screen with a load of pulsing green dots, it does mean 
that if the car detects something in its way that it thinks you 
might not have seen, it beeps and flashes like a carnival toy, 
only in a more dignified sort of way. 

There is also a new system called Pre-Safe, which pulls 
the seat belts tight, adjusts the position of the front seats 
and shuts the windows and sunroof in the event of ‘critical 
lateral dynamics’, which seems to mean being crashed into 
from the side. Mercedes has installed wonderfully-titled 
‘pelvis bags’ as well; airbags designed to protect the pelvis 
and upper body during side impacts. 

There should be a good chance of escaping the need to 
use them, though, because the new B-Class is being 
described as ‘fantastically agile’. Compared to the old B- 
Class it has a lower centre of gravity, a new four-link rear 
axle and an upgraded ESP system. Sports suspension, 
20mm lower than standard, is an option. 

At first there will be two 1.6 turbocharged petrol engines, 
with 121bhp and 154bhp, and two 1.8-litre diesels with 
108bhp and 134bhp. Standard will be a new six-speed 
manual gearbox but an equally new seven-speed dual 
clutch automatic will be available too. 

Expect typically lovely interior quality, and some kind of 
hybrid derivative in the near future. 

■ VOLVO has announced that it will build its cars 
exclusively around four-cylinder engines from now on. 
The six-cylinder T6 and the five-cylinder T5, D5 and more 
recently the D4 and D3, are set to be killed off as the 
respective models they serve are replaced. 

The move comes as part of a concerted effort by the 
company to lose weight from its cars at the same time as 
increasing efficiency. Four-cylinder turbocharged engines 
are much more efficient than five- and six-cylinder engines 
- as much as 25%, says Volvo - with greater performance 
potential. 

It also means that Volvo can shrink and lighten their 
chassis, as part of a new Scalable Platform Architecture 
(SPA) that will see essentially the same chassis 
underpinning future 60, 70, 80 and 90 series cars. The 


relative dimensions will just be shrunk or expanded 
according to the model. 

Current practice means that cars are built to house the 
biggest engine in the range. The BMW 5 Series, for 
example, must have enough space under the bonnet for a 
V8 (previously a V10), even if most of them only come 
with four-cylinder diesels. That creates wasted space and 
weight. 

Volvo’s future four-cylinder engines will be as much as 
90kg lighter and a good deal smaller than the current 
300bhp T6 motor. That means the engine bay can be more 
compact, cutting lots of surplus metal out of the equation, 
and there won’t need to be so much heavy structural 
bracing either. The total savings at the front end are 
massive, and ultimately that means better weight 
distribution and better handling. 

However, there is still some doubt over driving pleasure. 
Although the power will definitely be there, engaging 
engine noise might not. Customers are assured, says Volvo, 
that its engineers are working on it. The new breed of 
Volvos is expected to arrive in two or three years. 

■ VOLKSWAGEN has released details of its latest model, 
a timely introduction of a limited edition Golf GTI to 
celebrate the car’s 35th birthday. 

The special edition Golf GTI boasts in increase in 


standard equipment over a regular GTI plus a more 
powerful engine. With the order book open now and cars 
expected to appear in October, prices start at £27,525 for 
the manual trans mi ssion three-door model, with a £1,295 
premium for the DSG gearbox and £585 for five doors. 

Its maker is touting the anniversary GTI as its most 
powerful yet. Buyers of the special edition Golf will have 
25 more horsepower - up to 235 horsepower - while the 
zero to 62mph sprint takes just 6.6 seconds. Despite the 
added performance, the car still returns a respectable 34.9 
mpg on the combined economy cycle with a manual 
gearbox and emits 189 g/km of C02. 

Setting this car apart from its regular GTI cousin is a 
more sporty-looking bodykit incorporating new side s ki rts 
and a revised front bumper which sits below bi-xenon 
headlights with LED daytime running lights. Unique 
design lightweight 18-inch ‘Watkins Glen’ alloy wheels 
plus an ‘Edition 35’ badge on the front wing, gloss black 
door mirror casings, rear windows with 90 per cent tinted 
glass and rear tinted LED lights complete the exterior 
changes. 

Subtle ‘35’ signatures are carried through to the car’s 
interior, featuring on the head restraints of the heated 
leather front sports seats as well as the door sills and floor 
mats, along with a red stripe on the seatbelts and the now 
famous GTI ‘golf ball’ gearknob.
